Washington, D. G., June 5.—[Special. By 
tomorrow at noon the Russian ships which 
sought refuge in Manila harbor must either 
dismantle or leave American waters, This is 
the decision of President Roosevelt.

who was one of the original and conti 
bulls on wheat?on the 1904 crop and one of 
the ‘first to confirm the reports of the claims 
of serious ‘ te the crop as the result 
of @ trip of a’ week or more over both the 
Winter and spring wheat belts, sees no cause 
for alarm about the growing crop this year. 

I believe this country is going to raise one 
of the bigge crops it ever raised, and while | 
I do not end. to say to what price the 
market wil] sell:I do believe it must go to an 
export basis, to a price where the foreigners 
will buy our surplus, whether it is 80c or 75c. 
They are certainly not buying new crop fu- 
tures at present prices. Last year there was 
an extremely short crop everywhere east of 
the Mississippi. This year we have not heard 
a peep of complaint from Illinois or Indiana, 
except for a section of southern Illinois, the — 
condition in Michigan is superb, the Ohio re- 
port speaks for that state, and conditions 
are good in nsylvania. I believe Missouri 
will raise from. 385,000,000 bu to 40,000,000 bu 
amd Kansas 80,000,000 bu. It is worth remem- 
bering that the present area of winter and 
spring wheat is about 6.000,000 acres larger 
than that harvested last year, and that there 
is an immensely increaged acreage in Mani- 
toba. The winter wheat crop is nearly made. 
Any Gumage to it must come in the next week 
or two, I have a dispatch today from a friend 
who Grove to Staunton, Mo., sixty-five miles 
from St. Loula, who says the wheat is turn- 
ing yellow, the heads filled out from top to 
bottom, that they will begin cutting by the 
10th to the 12th of June, and that the promise 
is for yields of fifteen to twenty-five bushels.” 
Mr Spencer will start on Saturday on his 
annual tour of inspection of the important 
winter wheat states.
